The Otter is on'! of our finest, fur peltnes because of its silkiness. 
dark coloring and full jrrotvth of underfur. 
Like Mink, the best, 


peltnes come from Eastern Canada. This fur has thick guard 
hair, and sometimes are made up in the natural state, but 
usually these $rnard hairs arc plucked out. ar.d the pelts th»n 
resemble bearer, but are heavier and. \viil not curl or mat 
easily. 
Arianna (Ariranka) Otter comes from areas Xorth of the 
Amazon River in Brazil. When used in its natural state, it 
has short lustrous jfuard hair but 15 almost lacking in under 
hair. It has moderately durable leather and verv durable hair 
and therefore is considered a fine wearing- garment. Mink is 
another of the \veasel family 
Although the mink is found 


mostly in Xorth America, it also exists in Eurorx: diiu Asia. 
The best quality are the small short haired Mink of E. Canada. 
Mink 13 considered a durable fur. because of Its fine leather, 
long guard hair and thick underhair. ,The labor costs of making 
3. mink coat is a big part of the finished cost of the garment, 
because cutting a mink coat, requires a skilled workman and 
careful planning. 
Mink raising in the United States has become 


a specialty, and through breeding, some beautiful new mink 
shades have been produced. However, the natural wild mink holds 
top place among buyers. 
Also there is the Jap and China mink. Some of these are heavy 
quality and the better skins are made up into coats much the 
same as the American mink. The poorer cuality are made up 
into split sJcin or skin style which eliminates the high labor 
costs. 
Also there is the weasel which are very similar to the mink in 
color and texture but is an inferior coat. 
The Ermine, Kolinsky. Fitch Skunk and Civet Cat all come 
under the Weasel family class. 
The Ermine, the fur oi kings, is a small rat-like ar.imal having 
very Tine lustrous under hair and short gnard hair. The best 
skins corrrf: from Russia and are not durable, because of their 
soft texture and thin leather. Ermines are pure white :n writer 
with a black tail tip and in summer they turn to a light brown 
or tan color. 


Kolinsky is much like the mink, but has a longer, softer under 
hair and darker guard hair. 
The better quality skins are 


worked into coats, but most skins are used as coat trims and 
neck pieces. 


Fitch is in extremely durable fur and has a good leather deep 
underhair and long shining guard hair. The Russian Fitch has 
a light cream colored underhair with glossy dark guard hair The 
German Fitch is often dyed brown for coats and is becoming a 
popular food.
